VISAKHAPATNAM PORT EMPLOYEES (G.P.F.) 

REGULATIONS, 1993 : 

G.S.R. .—In exercise of the powers conferred 

by Section 28 of the M.P.T Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) 
the Visakhapatnam Port Trust hereby makes the 
following regulations, in supersession of ‘ he XT V ',52 
(C.PF) Regulations, 1964 published as G.S.R. No. 328 
dt. 29-2-64 in Gazette of India, subject to approval 
of Central Government as required under Section 124 
of the aforesaid Act. 


1 Short title & Commencement.—(a) These Regu¬ 
lations may be called the Visakhapatnam Port Em¬ 
ployees’ (General Provident Fund) Regulations, 1J93. 


(b) They shall come into force from the date of 
publication of these regulations in the Central Govern¬ 
ment Gazette, 


2. Interpretation.—In these regulations unless (be 
context otherwise requires : 

(1) “Accounts Officer” means the Financial Ad¬ 

viser & Chief Accounts Officer of the Board; 

(2) “Board”, “Chairman”, “Depuy Chairman” 
shall have the same meaning os assigned to 
them in the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963; 

(3) “Emoluments” means pay, leave salary or 

subsistence grant as defined in the Fun¬ 
damental Rules of the Central Government 
or in the regulations, if any, framed by the 
Board, whichever may be applicable to the 
subscriber and any remuneration of the 
nature of pay received in respect cf foicign 
service but does not include conveyance 
allowance, house rent allowance, overtime 
allowance, cement testing allowance, fee for 
supervision of floating craft, diving allowance 
and ration allowance. 

Provided that “emoluments” in respect of the lighter¬ 
man and Crane (Electric) Drivers shall mean the 
amounts as may be fixed by the Board from time to 
time; 

(4) “employee” means an cmplcjcc of the Board; 

(5) “family” means; 

(i) In the case of male subscriber, the wife or 
wives, parents, children, miner brothers, 
un-married sisters, deceased Son’s widow 
and children, and where no parents of the 
subscriber is alive, a Paternal grand 
parent. 

Provided that if a subscriber proves that his vdfe 
had been judicially separated from him or has ceased 
under the customary law of the community to which 
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she belongs to be entitled to maintenance, she shall 
henceforth be deemed to be no longer a member of 
the subscriber’s family in matters to which these Regu¬ 
lations relate unless the subscriber subsequently inti¬ 
mates, in writing to the Accounts Officer that she shall 
continue to be so regarded. 

(ii) In the case of a female subscriber the hus¬ 
band, parents, children, minor brothers, 
un-mai Jed sisters, deceased sons' widow 
and childii .,1 and where no parents of the 
subscriber is alive, a paternal grand 
parent: 

Provided that if a subscriber by notice in writing 
to the Head of Department expresses her desire to 
exclude her husband from her family, the husband 
shall henceforth be deemed to be no longer a member 
of the subscriber’s family in matters to which these 
legulations relate unless the subscriber subsequently 
cancels such notice in writing. 

MOTE : “Child” means a leg tiraate child and in¬ 
cludes an adopted child, where adoption is recognised 
by the Personal law governing the subscriber or a ward 
under the Guardians and Wards Act, 1850 (8 of 1890) 
who lives with the employee and is treated as a mem¬ 
ber of the family and to whom the employee lias, 
through a special will, given the same status as that 
of a natural bom child. 

(6) “Fund” means the Visakhapatnam Port Em¬ 

ployees’ General Provident Fund. 

(7) “Leave” means any kind of leave recognised 

by the Fundamental Rules or other rules or 
orders of the Central Government or by the 
Leave Regulations, if any, framed under 
Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 
1963 which ever may be applicable to the 
subscriber. 

(8) “Year” means the financial year. 

(9) Any other expression used in these regula¬ 
tions which is defined either in the Provident 
Fund Act, 1925 (19 of 1925), or in the 
Fudamcntal Rules of Central Government 
or the Leave Regulations mentioned in sub- 
regulation (7) (whichever may be appli¬ 
cable to the subscriber) shall have the mean¬ 
ing as assigned to them in such Act, rules 
or regulations. 

(10) Nothing in these regulations shall be deemed 
to have the effect of terminating the existence 
of the G.P.F. as heretofore existing or of 
constituting any new fund. 

(11) The G.P.F, constituted hcretofercc shall 
continue to be inforce and shall be treated 
as if constituted and continued under these 
regulations. 

3, Constitution and Managament of the Fund.— 
The Fund shall be administered by the Board and 
shall be maintained in India in rupees, 

4. Conditions of eligibility.—(1) All permanent 
employees, other than re-employed persons, and all 
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temporary employees who have rendered continuous 
service of one year or more on the date of commen¬ 
cement of these regulations shall be required to sub¬ 
scribe to the Fund. Temporary employees whoso 
period of service on the date of commencement of 
these Regulations is less than one year shall be re¬ 
quired to subscribe to the Fund from the month 
following that in vdiich they complete one year’s 
service. 

(2) The Board may at its discretion, require any 
other category of emp’oyecs to subscribe to the fund. 

(3) Employees who are subscribers to any con¬ 
tributory provident fund shall not be required to sub¬ 
scribe to the fund. 

5. On the commencement of these regulations, the 
balance, if any, standing to rbe credit of an employee 
in the General Provident Fund constituted under the 
V.P.E. (GPF) Regulations, 1964 shall be credited to 
the account of the employee under the fund constitu¬ 
ted under these Regulations. 

6. “Nomination”.—*(1) A subscriber shall at the 
time of joining the fund, submit to the concerned 
Head of Department a nomination conferring on one 

" or more persons the right to receive the amount that 
may stand to his credit in the fund, in the event of 
his death, before thaL amount has become payable or 
“ having become payable has not been paid. 

Provided that a subscriber who has a family at tire 
time of making the nomination shall make such nomi¬ 
nation only in favour of a member or members of 
his family. 

Provided further that the nomination made by the 
subscriber in respect of any other provident fund to 
which he was subscribing before joining the fund 
shall, if the amount to his credit in such other fund 
has been transferred to his credit in the Fund, be 
deemed to be a nomination duly made under this regu¬ 
lation until he makes a nomination in accordance with 
this regulation. 

(2) If a subscriber nominates more than one per- 
" son under sub-regulation (1), he shall specify in the 

nomination the amount or share payable to each of 
the nominees in such manner as to cover the whole 
of the amount that may stand to his credit in the fund 
'at any time. 

(3) Every nomination shall be made in the forms 
set forth in the first schedule appended. 

(4) A subscriber may at any time cancel a nomi¬ 
nation by sending a notice in writing to the Head of 
Department. Hie subscribe- shall, alongwith such 
notice or separately, send a fresh nomination made in 
accordance with the provisions of this regulation. 

(5) A subscriber may provide in a nomination— 

(a) In respect of any specified nominee, that 
in the event of his predeceasing (he subscri¬ 
ber, the right conferred upon that nominee 
shall pass to such other person or persons 
as may be specified in the nomination, pro¬ 
vided that such other person or persons 
shall, if the subscriber has other members 
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of his family, bo such other member or 
members. Where the subscriber confers 
such i right on more than one person under 
this clause, he shall specify the amount or 
share payable tc each of such persons in 
such a manner as to cover the whole of the 
amount payable to the nominee; 

(b) That the nomination sdiall become invalid 
In the event of the happening of a contin¬ 
gency specified therein; 

Provided that if at the time of making the nomina¬ 
tion ihe subscriber lias only one member of the family, 
he shall provide in the nomination that the right confer¬ 
red upon the alternative nominee under clause (a) 
shall become invalid in the event of his subsequently 
acquiring other member or members in his family. 

(6) Immediately on the death of a nominee in 
respect of whom no special provision has been made 
in the nomination under clause la) of sub-regulation 
(5) or on the occurrence of nay event by reason of 
which the nomimbion becomes invalid in pursuance 
of clause (b) of sub-reguiation (5) or the proviso 
thereto the subscriber shall send to the Head of De¬ 
partment, a notice in writing cancelling the nomina¬ 
tion, together with a fresh nomination made in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions of this regulation. 

(7) Every nomination made, and every notice of 
cancellation given by a subscriber shall, to the extent 
that it is valid, take effect on the date on which it is 
received by the Head of Department. 

7. Subscriber’s Account.—An account shall be 
opened in the name of each subscriber in which shall f 
be shown :— 

(i) His subscriptions; 

(ii) Interest, as provided by regulation-11, on 
subscription; and 

(iii) Advances and withdrawals from the fund. 

8. Conditions of Subscriptions.—(i) A subscriber 
shall subscribe monthly to the fund except during the 
period when he is under suspension : 

Provided that a subscriber may, at his option, not 
subscribe during leave which either does not carry any 
leave salary or carries leave salary equal to or less 
than half pay or half average pay : 

Provided farther that a subscriber on re-instate¬ 
ment after a period passed under suspension shall be 
allowed the option of paying in one lumpsum, or in 
instalments, any sum not exceeding the maximum 
amount of arrear subscriptions payable for the period. 

NOTE : A subscriber need not subscribe during the 
period treated as dies-non. 

(ii) The subscriber shall intimate in writing bis 
election not to subscribe during leave (referred to in 
the first proviso to sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 
8 to the Accounts Officer. Failure to make due and 
timely intimation shall be deemed to constitute an 
election to subscribe. The option of a subscriber 
intimated under this sub-regulation shall be final. 


(iii) A subscriber who has under Regulation 22 
withdrawn the amount standing to his credit in th© 
fund shall not subscribe to the fund after such with¬ 
drawal unless he returns to duty. 

(iv) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
Reguiation (i) a subscriber shall not subscribe to the 
fund for the month in which he qu'ts service unless, 
before the commencement of the said month, he com¬ 
municates to the Head of Department in writing his 
option to subscribe for the said month. 

9. Rates of subscription.—(i) The amount of sub¬ 
scription shall be fixed by the subscriber himself, 
subject to the following conditions, namely :—• 

(a) It shall be expressed in whole rupees*, 

(b) It may be any sum, so expressed not less 
than six per cent of his emolument and not 
more than his total emoluments : 

Provided that in the case of a suoscribcr who has 
previously been subscribing to a Contributory Provi¬ 
dent Fund at the higher rate of 8-1/3 per cent, it may 
be any sum, so expressed, not less than 8-1 /? per cent 
of his emoluments and not more than his total emolu¬ 
ments. 

(c) When an employee elects to subscribe at the 
minimum rate of 6 per cent or 8-1/3 per 
cent as the case may be, the fraction of a 
rupee will be rounded to the nearest whole 
rupee, 50 P. counting as the next higher 
rupee. 

(ii) For the purpose of sub-regulation (i), the 
emoluments of a subscriber shall be— 

(a) In the case of a subscriber who was in 
Board’s service on the 31st March, of the 
preceding year, the emoluments to which he 
was entitled on that date. 

Provided that * — 

(i) If the subscriber was on leave on the said 
date, and elected not to subscribe during 
such leave or was under suspension on the 
said date, his emoluments shall be the emo¬ 
luments to which he was entitled on the 
first Jay after his return to duty; 

(ii) If the subscriber was on deputation out of 
India on the said date or was on leave on 
the said date and continue to be on leave 
and has elected to subscribe during such 
leave, his emoluments shall be the emolu¬ 
ments to which he would have been entitled 
had he been on duty in India. 

(b) In the case of a subscriber who was not in 
Board’s service on the 31st March of ihe 
preceding year, the emoluments to which 
he was entitled on the day he joins the fund. 

(iii) A subscriber shall intimate the fixation of the 
amount of his monthly subscription in each year in 
the following manner. 

(a) If he was on dutv on the 31st March of the 
preceding year, by the deduction which he 
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makes in this behalf from his pay bill for 
that month; 

(b) If he was on leave on the 31st March of the 
preceding year, and elected not to subscribe 
during such leave, or was under suspension 
on that date by the deduction which he 
makes in this behalf, from his first pay bill 
after his return to duty; 

(c) If he was entered Board’s service for the 
first time during the year, by the deduction 
which he makes in this behalf, from his pay 
bill for the month during which he joins the 
fund. 

(d) If he ivas on lease on the 31st March of 
the preceding year, and continues to be on 
leave and has elected to subscribe during 
such leave. by die deduction which he causes 
to bo made in this behalf from his salary 
bill for that month; 

(e) If he was on foreign service on the 31st 
March of the preceding yenr, by the amount 
credited by him to the Board’s account on 
account of subscription for the month of 
April, in the current year. 

(iv) The amount of subscription so fixed may be : 

(a) reduced once at any time during the course 
of the year; 

(b) enhanced twice during the course of the 
year; and 

(c) reduced an! enhanced as aforesaid. 

Provided that when th? amount of subscription is 
so reduced it shall not be less than the minimum 
prescribed in sub-regulation (1). 

Provided further that if a subscriber is on leave 
without pay or leave on half pay or half average pay 
for a part of a calender month and he had elected not 
to subscribe during such leave, the amount of subscri¬ 
ption payable shall be proportionate to the number of 
days spent on duty including leave, if any, other than 
those referred to abtwe. 

10. Transfer to Foreign Service or Deputation out 
of India.—When a subscriber is transferred to foreign 
service or sent on deputation out of India, he shall 
remain subject to the regulations of the fund in the 
same manner as if he were not so transferred or sent 
on deputation. 

11. Realisation of Subsriptrons.—(i) When emolu¬ 
ments are drawn in Tndia or from an authorised office 
of disbursement outside Tndia, recovery of subscri¬ 
ptions on account of these emolumems and of the 
principal and interest of advances shall be mode from, 
the emoluments themselves. 

(ii) When emoluments are drawn from any other 
sources, the subscriber shall forward his dues monthly 
to the Accounts Officer. 

Provided that in the case of a subscriber 
on deputation to a body corporate owned or 
controller! bv Government, the subscriptions shall be 
recovered and forwarded to the Accounts Officer by 
such body. 


(iii) If a subscriber fails to subscribe with effect 
from the date on which he is required to join the 
fund or is on default in any month or months dur¬ 
ing the course of a year otherwise than is provided 
for in regulation 8, the total amount due to the Fund 
on account of arrears of subscriptions shall, with 
interest thereon at the rate provided in regulation 12, 
forthwith be paid by the subscriber to the Fund or 
in default be ordered by the Accounts Officer to be 
recovered by deduction from the emoluments of the 
subscriber by instalments or otherwise, as may he 
directed by the authority competent to sanction an 
advance for the grant of which special reasons are 
required under sub-regulaion (2) of Regulation-14. 

Provided that the subscribers whose deposits in ffie 
Fund carry no interest shall not be required to pay 
any interest. 

12. Interest : (i) Subject to the provisions of sub¬ 
regulation (5), the Board shall pay to the credit of 
the account of a subscriber interest at such rate as 
may be determined for each year by the Board. 

Provided that a Subscriber who was previously subs¬ 
cribing to any other provident fund of the Central 
Government and whose subscriptions, together with 
the interest thereon, have been transferred to his 
credit in his fund under regulation 24 shall be 
allowed interest at 4 per cent, if he had been re¬ 
ceiving that rate of interest under the rules of such 
other fund. 

(ii) Interest shall be credited with effect from last 
day in each year in the following manner: 

(a) On the amount to the credit of a subscriber 

on the las! day of the preceding year, less 
any sums withdrawn during the current 
year interest for twelve months; 

(b) On sums withdrawn during the current year 

interest from the beginning of the current 
vear upto the last day of the month preced¬ 
ing the month of withdrawal; 

(c) On all sums credited to the subscriber’s 

account after the last day of the preceding 
year—interest from the date of deposit up 
to the end of the current year. 

(d) The total amount of interest shall be rounded 

to the nearest whole rupee (fifty pnisc 
counting as the next higher rupee) : 

Provided that when the amount "landing to the 
credit of a subscriber has become payable, interest 
shall thereupon be credited under this regulation in 
respect only of the period from the beginning of the 
current vear or from the date of deposit, as the case 
mav be, upto the date on which the amount standing 
to the credit of the subscriber became payable. 

(iii) In this regulation, the date of deposit shall in 
the case of a recovery from emoluments be deemed 
to be the first day of the month in which it is recov¬ 
ered. and 'n the ense of an amount forwarded bv the 
subscriber, shall be deemed to be the fust dav of the 
month of receipt, if it is received by the Accounts 
Officer before the fifth day of that month, but if it 
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is received on or after the fifth day of that month, 
the first day of the next succeeding month; 

Provided that where there has been delay in the 
drawal of pay or leave, salary and allowances of a 
subscriber and consequently in the recovery of his 
subscription towards the fund, the interest on such 
subscription shall be payable from the month in which 
the pay or leave salary bf the subscriber was due 
under the Regulations, irrespective of the month in 
which it was actually drawn; 

Provided further that in the case of an amount for¬ 
warded in accordance with the proviso to sub-iegu- 
lation (ii) of regulation 11, the date of deposit shall 
be deemed to be the first day ol the month if it is 
received by the Accounts Officer before the fifteenth 
day of that month. 

Provided further that where the emoluments for a 
month are drawn and disbursed on the last working 
day of the same month, the date of deposit shall, in 
the case of_recovery of his subscriptions, be deemed 
to be the first day of the succeeding month, 

(iv) In addition to any amount to be paid under 
regulations 20, 21 or 22, interest thereon upto the 
end of the month preceding that in which the pay¬ 
ment is made, or upto the end of the sixth month 
after the month in which such amount, became pay¬ 
able whichever of these periods be less, shall be pay¬ 
able to tlte person to whom such amount is to be paid. 

Provided that where the Accounts Officer has in¬ 
timated to that person (or his agent) a date on which 
he is prepared to make payment in cash, or has nested 
a cheque in payment to that person, interest ffiall he 
payable only upto the end of the month preceding the 
date so intimated, or the date of posting the cheque 
as the case may be. 

Provided further that where a subscriber on depu¬ 
tation to a body corporate, owned or controlled by 
the Government or an autonomous organisation regis¬ 
tered under the Societies Registration Act, 1860 (Act 
21 of 1860) is subsequently absorbed in such body 
corporate or organisation with effect from a retros¬ 
pective date, for the purpose of calculating the inte¬ 
rest due on the fund accumulations of the subscriber 
the date of issue of the orders regarding absorption 
shall be deemed to be the date on which the amount 
to the credit of the subscriber became payable sub¬ 
ject, however, to the condition that the amount re¬ 
covered as subscription during the period commencing 
from the date of absorption and ending with the date 
of issue of orders of absorption shall be deemed to 
be subscription to the Fund only for the purpose of 
awarding interest under this sub-regulation, 

NOTE: Payment of interest on the Fund balance 
beyond a period of six months may be authorised by; 

(a) The Head of Accounts Office upto a period 

of one year; and 

(b) The Chairman|Dy. Chairman upto any period. 

after he has personally, satisfied himself that the de¬ 
lay in payment was occasioned by cncumstances 
beyond the control of the subscriber or the person to 
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whom such payment was to be made, and in every 
such case, the admiuistrative delay involved in the 
matter shall be fully investigated and action, if any, 
required, taken. 

(v) Interest shall not be credited to the account of 
a subscriber if he informs the Accounts Officer that 
he does not wish to receive it; but if he subsequently 
asks for interest, it shall be credited with effect from 
the fitst day of the year in which he asks for it. 

(vi) The interest on amounts which under sub¬ 
regulation (iii) of regulation 11, Regulation 20 or 21 
are replaced to the credit of the subscriber in the 
Fund, shall be calculated at such rates as may, be 
successively prescribed under sub-regulation (i) of this 
regulation and so far as may be in the manner des¬ 
cribed in this regulation. 

(vii) In case a subscriber is found to have drawn 
from the Fund an amount in excess bf the amount 
standing to his credit on the date of the drawal, the 
over-drawn amount, irrespective of whether the over- 
drawal occurred in the course of an advance or a 
wiihdrawal or the final payment from the fund, shall 
be repaid by him with interest thereon in one lump¬ 
sum, or in default, be ordered to be recovered by 
deduction in one lumpsum, from the emoluments of 
the subscriber. If the total amount to be recovered is 
more than half of the subscriber’s emoluments, reco¬ 
veries shall be made in monthly instalments of moie¬ 
ties of his emoluments till the entire amount together 
with interest, is recovered. For this sub-regulation the 
rate of interest to be charged on overdrawn amount 
would be 2-1 (2 per cent over and above the normal 
rate on provident fund balance under sub-regulation 

(1). The interest realised on the overdrawn amount 
shall be credited to Board’s Fund. 

13. Transfer from other services: (1) Subject to 
the sanction of the Chairmen|Dy. Chairman in each 
case, a person who has joined the Board’s service 
from the service of any Government or other em¬ 
ploye’-, may, if he becomes a subscriber to the fund, 
have any amount standing to his credit in a provident 
fund maintained by Ihe Government, or other employer 
on the date of his joining the Board’s service, trans¬ 
ferred to his credit in the fund. The amount so trans¬ 
ferred shall carry interest only; it shall not entitle the 
subscriber to any contribution by the Board in res¬ 
pect thereof. 

(2) In the event of a subscriber to the Fund being 
permanently transferred to a service under a Govern¬ 
ment or any other employer, the balance in the Pro¬ 
vident Fund account of the subset her may, instead 
of being paid in cash, be transferred to this account 
with the new employer and thereupon these Regula¬ 
tions shall cease to apply to him. 

(3) The Provident Fund money held in Visakhapat- 
nam Port Trust would continue to earn interest at 
the normal rate till the date of transfer of the amount. 

14. Advances from the Fund : (1) The appropriate 
sanctioning authority may sanction the payment to 
any subscriber of an advance consisting of a sum of 
whole rupees and not exceeding in amount three monffis 
pay or half the amount standing to his credit in the

Fund, whichever is less, for one or moie of the fol¬ 
lowing purposes; 

(a) to pay expenses in connection with the ill¬ 

ness or confinement or a disability, includ¬ 
ing where necessary, the travelling expenses 
of the subscriber and members of his lamily 
or any person actually dependent on him, 

(b) to meet the cost of higher education, includ¬ 

ing where necessary, the travelling expenses 
of the subscriber and members of his lamily 
or any person actually dependent on him in 
the following cases, namely 

(i) For education outside India for an academic 
technical, profesional or vocaticnul course 
beyond the High School stage; and 

( 11 ) Tor any medical, Engineering or other 
technical or specialised course in India 
beyond the High School stage, provided 
that the course of study is for nut less 
than 3 years 

(c) To pay obligatory expenses on a scale appro¬ 

priate to the subscribes status which by 
customary usage the subscriber has to incur 
in comection wth betrothal or mainages, 
funerals or other cermomes, 

(d) To meet the cost of legal proceedings insti¬ 

tuted by or against the subscriber for iindi- 
cating his position in regard to any allega¬ 
tions made against him m respect of any act 
done or purporting to he done by him in the 
discharge of his duty, any member of his 
family or any person actually dependent 
upon him, the advance in his case being 
available in addition to any advance admis¬ 
sible for the same purpose from iny other 
source - 

(c) to meet the cost of any items like Television, 
VCR, Refrigerator or any capital item 

Provided that the advance under this sub regulation 
shall not be admissible to a subscnbei who institutes 
legal proceedings in any court of law either in res¬ 
pect of any matter unconnected with his duty or 
against the Board in respect of conditions of service 
or penalty imposed on him 

(f) To meet the cost of the subscribers defence 

where he encages a legal practitioner to 
defend himself in an enquiry m respect of 
any alleged official misconduct on his part. 

(g) In other cases of acute distress at the dis¬ 

cretion of the Chairman 

(2) The appropriate sanctioning authority may in 
special circumstances, sanction the paymet to any 
subscriber of a advance, if it is santisfied tnat the 
subscriber concerned required the advance for reasons 
other than those mentioned in sub-regulation (1) 

(3) An advance shall not, except for special reasons 
to be recorded in writiur, be granted to anv subs¬ 
criber in excess of the limit laid down in sub-regu¬ 
lation (1) or until repayment of the last instalment 
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of any previous advance together with interest there¬ 
on 

(4) When aft advance is sanctioned under sub-regu- 
lation (3) before repayment of last instalment of any 
previous advance is completed the balance of any 
previous advance not recovered shall be added to 
the advance so sanctioned and the instalments for re¬ 
covery shall be fixed with reference to the consolidated 
amount 

(5) After sanctioning the advance, the amount 
shall be drawn on an authorisation from the Accounts 
Officer in case where the application for final pay¬ 
ment had been forwarded to the Accounts Officer 
under Clause (n) of sub-regulation (3) of Regulation 
123) 

NOTE - (1) Tor the purpose of this regulation, pay 
includes dearness pay where admissible 

NOTE (2) For he purpose ot this regulat on, the 
appropnate sanctioning authority shall be 
the authority that may be authorised by 
the Board to sanction advances from time 
to time 

NOTE (3) A subscriber shall be permitted to take 
an advance once in every six months under 
item (b) of sub-regulation (1) of Regula¬ 
tion-14 However, the Chairman may on an 
application by the employee duly explain¬ 
ing the circumstances relax; the said proviso 

1 5 Recovery of Advance: An advance shall be 
recovered from the subscriber in such number of 
equal monthly instalments as the Chairman or any 
other Officer authorised to sanction the advance may 
direct, but such number shall not be less than 12 
unless the subscriber so elects and more thaq 24 In 
special cases where the amount of advance exceeds 
three months’ pay of the subscriber under Sub-Regu¬ 
lation (3) of Regulation 14, the authority sanctioning 
the advance may fix such number of instalments ex¬ 
ceeding to be more than 24, but in no case more 
than 36 A subscriber may, at his option, repay more 
than one instalment in a month Each instalment 
shall be a number of whole rupees, the amount of 
the advance being raised or reduced if necessary, to 
admit of the fixation of such instalments 

(2) Recovery shall be made in the manner pres¬ 
cribed in Regulation 11 for the realisation of subs¬ 
criptions, and shall commence with the issue of pay 
for the month following the one in which the advance 
was drawn Recovery shall not be made, except with 
the subscriber’s consent while he is in receipt of 
subsistence grant or is on leave for 10 days or more 
in a calender month which either does not carry any 
leave salary or carries leave salary equal to or less 
than half pay or half average pay, as the case may 
be The recovery may be postponed, on the subs¬ 
criber’s written request, bv the Chairman during the 
recovery of an advance of pay granted to the subs¬ 
criber 

C3) Tf an advance has been granted to a subscriber 
and drawn bv him and the advance is subsequently 
disallowed before repayment is completed, the whole 
or balance of the amount withdrawn shall with inte- 
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rest at the rate provided in Regulation 12 forthwith 
be repaid by the subscriber to the Fund or in default 
be ordered by the Accounts Officer to be recovered 
by deduction from' the' amoluments of the subscriber 
la a lump sum or in monthly instalments not exceed¬ 
ing 12 may be directed by the Chairman or the 
authority competent to sanction an advance lor the 
grant of which, special reasons are required under 
Sub-Reg. (3) of Regulation 14. 

Provided that, before such advance is disallowed, 
that subscriber shall) be- given an opportunity to ex¬ 
plain- to the sanctioning authority in writing and with¬ 
in. fifteen dhys of the receipt- of the communication 
why the repayments shall not be enforced and if an 
explanation is submitted by the subscriber within the 
said period of fifteen days, it shall be referred to the 
sanctioning authority for decision; and if no explan¬ 
ation within the said period is submitted by him, 
the repayment of the advance shall be enforced in 
the manner prescribed in this Sub-Regulation. 

(4) Recoveries made under this regulation shall be 
credited as they are made to the subscribers account 
in the fund. 

1.6, Wrongful use of advance: Notwithstanding any¬ 
thing contained in these regulations, if the sanction¬ 
ing. authority, has reason to doubt that money drawn 
as an. advance from the Fund under Regulation 14 
has. been utilised for a purpose other than that for 
which sanction was given to the drawal of. the money, 
he shall communicate to the subscriber the reasons 
for hi* doubt and require him to explain in writing 
and within fifteen days of the receipt af such com¬ 
munication whether the advance has been utilised for 
the purpose for which sanation was given to the 
drawal of the money. If the sanctioning authority, is 
not satisfied, w-ithi the explanation furnished by the 
subscriber within, the said period of fifteen days, the 
sanctioning authority shall direct the subscriber to 
repay the amount, in question to the Fund forthwith 
or, in, default, order the amount, to be recovered by 
deduction in one sura from, the emoluments of the 
subscriber even if, he be on leave. If, however, the 
total amount to be repaid be motre than half the 
subscriber’s emoluments*, recoveries, shall be made in 
monthly instalments of moieties of his emoluments 
till the entire amount is repaid by him. 

NOTE: In this regulation the term “emoluments” 
does..not include subsistence grant. 

17. Withdrawals from the Fund: (1) Subject to the 
conditions specified-therein, withdrawals may be sanc¬ 
tioned by t-hn authorities competent to sanction an 
advance fop special reason under sub-regulation (3) 
oft Regulation 1A at any time, 

(A) After the completion of twenty years, of ser¬ 
vice (including broken periods of service, if any) of 
a subscriber or within ten years before the date of 
his retirement on superannuation, whichever is ear¬ 
lier, from the amount standing to His credit in the fund, 
for one or more of the following purposes, namely: 

(a) meeting, the cost of higher education, includ¬ 
ing where necessary, the travelling expenses 
of. the subscriber or any child of the subs¬ 
criber in the following cases,.namely. 
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(i) for education outside India for academic, 
technical, professional or vocational course 
beyond the High School stage; and 

(ii) for any medical, engineering or other tech-" 
nical or specialised courses in India be¬ 
yond the High School stage, as indicated in 
second schedule. 

(b) meeting the expenditure in connection with 
the betrothaljmarr age of the subscriber or his 
sons or daughters, and any other female re¬ 
lation actually dependent on him; 

(c) meeting the expenditure in connection with 

illness, including where necessary, the 
travelling expenses, the subscriber and 
members of his family or any person actu¬ 
ally dependent on him; 

(B) During the service of a subscriber from the 
amoiunt standing to his credit in the fund for one or 
more of the following purposes, namely,— 

(a) building or acquiring a suitable house or 

ready built flat for his residence including 
the cost of the site or any payment towards 
allotment of a plot or flat by the VUDA, 
.State Housing Board or a House Building 
Society. 

(b) repaying an outstanding amount on account 

of loan expressly taken for building or ac¬ 
quiring- a suitable house or ready built fiat 
for his residence; 

(c) purchasing a house site for building a house 

thereon for his residence or repaying any out¬ 
standing amount on account of loan express¬ 
ly taken for this purpose; 

(d) reconstructing or making additions or alter¬ 

ations to a house or a fiat already owned 
or acquired by a subscriber; 

(e) renovating, additions or alterations or upk" p 
of ancestral house at a place other than the 
place of duty or to a house built with the 
assistance of loan from Board at a place 
other than the place of duty ; 

(f) Constructing a house-om-a site purchased-un- 

der clause (c). 

(C) Within 12 months before the date of subscri¬ 

ber’s retirement on superannuation from 
the amount standing to the credit in the 
fund without linking to any purpose. 

NOTE: A subscriber who has availed, himself of an 
advance under the scheme of the Ministry of Works 
and Housing for the grant of advance for house build¬ 
ing purpose or has been allowed any assistance in 
this regard from any other source, shall be eligible 
for the grant of final withdrawal under sub clause 
(a), (c), (d), and (f) of clause B for the purpose 
specified therein and also for the purpose of repay¬ 
ment of any loan taken under the aforesaid scheme 
subject to the limit specified in the proviso to Sub- 
Regulation (1) of Regulation 18. 
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If a subscriber has an ancestral house or built a 
house at a place other than the place of his duty 
with the assistance of loan taken from the Board shall 
be eligible for the grant of final withdrawal under 
sub-clause (a), (c) and (f) of clause (B) lor purchase 
of a house site or for construction of another home 
or for acquiring a ready-built flat at the place of his 
duty. 

NOTE (2): Withdrawal under sub-clause (a), (d), 
(e) or (fJ of clause (B) shall be sanctioned only alter 
a subscriber has submitted a plan of the house to be 
constructed or of the additions or alterations to be 
made, duly approved by the laeal mun’cipal body of 
body of the area where the site or house is situated 
and only in cases whcie the plan is actually got to 
be approved. 

NOTE 3: The amount of withdrawal sanctioned 
under sub-clause (bf of clause (B) shall not exceed 
3|4ths of the balance on date of application together 
with the amount of previous withdrawal under sub¬ 
clause (a), reduced by the amount of previous with¬ 
drawal. The formula to be followed is . 3|4th of the 
balance as on dale plus amount of previous withdrawal 
(s) tor the house in question) minus the amount of the 
previous withdrawal (s). 

NOTE (.4) . Withdrawal under sub-clause (a) or 
(u) ol clause (B) shall also be allowed where the 
Eouse site or house is in the name -of wite or husband 
piovidetl she or he is the first non. nee to receive pro¬ 
vident fund money in the nomination made by ihe 
subscriber. 

NOTE (5) : Only one withdrawal shall be allowed 
for the same nuipose under this lcgulation But, 
marriage or education of different children or illness 
on diflcrent occasions or a further addition or altera¬ 
tion to a house or flat coveted by a fresh plan duly 
approved by the local municipal body of the area 
where the house oi flat is situated shall not be heated 
as the same purpose. Second or subsequent with¬ 
drawal under sub-clause fa) or ff) of clause (B) for 
completion of the same house shall be allowed upto 
the limit laid down under Note (33 

NOTE (6) : A withdrawal under this Regulation 
shall not be sanctioned if an advance under Regula¬ 
tion 14 is being sanctioned for the same purpose and 
at the same time. 

(2) Whenever a subscriber is in a position to 
satisfy the competent authority about the amount 
standing to bis cedit in the General Provident fund 
Account with reference to the latest available state¬ 
ment of General Provident Fund Account together 
with the evidence of subsequent contribution, the com¬ 
petent authority may itself sanction withdrawal with¬ 
in the prescribed limits, as in the case of a refundable 
advance. In doing so. the competent authority shall 
take into account any withdrawal or refundable 
advance already sanctioned by it in favour of the 
subscriber. Where, however, the subscriber is not in 
a position to satisfy the competent authoiity about 
the amount standing to lib credit or where there is 
any doubt about the admissibility of the withdrawal 


applied for, a inference may be made to the Acoount 
Officer by the competent .authority for nscentaining 
the amount standing to the credit of ihe subscriber 
with a view to enable the competent authority to de¬ 
termine the admissibility of the amount of withdrawal. 
The sanction tor the withdrawal should prominently 
indicate the General Prvident Fund Account Number 
and the Accounts Officer maintaining tire accounts 
and a copy ot the sanction should invariably be en¬ 
dorsed to the Accounts Officer. The sanctioning 
authority shall be responsible to ensure that an 
acknowledgement is obtained from the Accounts 
Officer that the sanction for withdrawal has been 
noted in the ledger account of the subscriber. In'ease 
the Accounts Officer reports that the ’withdrawal ate 
sanctioned is in excess of the amount 4o tire credit of 
the subscriber or otherwise inadmissible, the sum with¬ 
drawn by the subscriber shah forthwith be repaid in 
one lumpsum by the subscriber ‘to the 'Fund ‘and fri 
default of such repayment, it shrill be ordered bv the 
sanctioning authority to be recovered from his .emolu¬ 
ment 1 - either 'in lumpsum or : n such number of monthly 
instalments as mav be dctermin-vl by the sanctioning 
authority. 

(3) After sanctioning the withdrawal the amount 
shall be drawn on an authorisation from the Accounts 
; Gfficer in case where the application for final -payment 
bad been forwarded to the Accounts Officer under 
clause (ii) of sub-regulation (3) of Regulation 23. 

18. Conditions for withdrawal .—(1) Any sum 
withdrawn by a subscriber at any one time ’for one 
or more of the purposes specified in regulation 17 
from the amount standing to his oi edit in the Eund 
shall not ordinarily exceed one half of such amount 
or six month’s pay, whichever is less. The sanction¬ 
ing authority may, however sanction the withdrawal 
of an amount : n excess of this limit upto three-feurths 
of the balance at his credit in the Fund having due 
regard to CO the objert 'for which ’the wbhdnrwal is 
being made, (ii) the status of the subscriber, and 
(iii) the amount to his credit in the Fund an case of 
witdrawal under clause (A) and upto 90 per cent of 
balance at credit in case of withdrawals under clause 
(B) of sub-regulation (1) of Regdlalinn 17. 

Provided that in r>o case the maximum amount of 
withdrawal for purposes specified m clause fiB) of 
sqb regulation (1) of Regulation 17 shall exceed the 
maximum limit prescribed from time to time under 
the House Building Advance Rules for the jjrant of 
advances for house building purposes. 

Provided further ’that the withdrawal admissible 
under Regulation 17(1) (C) shall not exceed 90 per 
cent of the amount standing to the credit of the sub¬ 
scriber in the fund. 

Provided further that .in Ihe case of a subscriber 
•who has availed himself of art .advance under the rules 
for the grant of advances far house building purpose, 
or has been allowed any assistance in Ibis regard from 
any other Government source, -the sum withdrawn 
under this clause, together with the amount ol advance 
taken under the aforesaid schemes or the assistance 
taken from any other Government source shrill not 
exeded the maximum limit prescribed from time to 
time under the said rules. 
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NOTE (1 ) : A withdrawal sanctioned to a subscri¬ 
ber under sub-clause (a) of clause (A) of sub-regu¬ 
lation ,(1) of Regulation 17. may be drawn in instal¬ 
ments, the number of which shall not exceed four in 
a period of 12 calender months counted from the date 
of sanction. 

NOTE : (2) A subscriber shall be permitted to 
make a withdrawal once in every six months under 
sub-clause (a) of clause (A) of sub-regulation (1) 
of Regulation 17. Every such withdrawal shall be 
treated as a withdrawal for a separate purpose for 
the purpose of sub regulation (1) of Regulation 18. 

NOTE • (3) In cases where a subscriber has to 
pay in instalments for a site or a house or flat pur¬ 
chased, or a house or flat constructed, through the 
VUDA or a State Housing Board or a House Building 
Co-operative Society, Ije shall be permitted to make 
a withdrawal as and when he is called upon to make 
a payment in any instalment. Every such payment 
shall bo treated as a payment for a separate purpose 
for the purposes of sub-regulation (1) of regulation 

18. 

(2) A subscriber who has been permitted to with¬ 
draw money from the fund under regulation 17 shall 
satisfy the sanctioning authority within a reasonable 
period as may be specified by that authority that the 
money has been utilised for the purpose for which it 
was withdrawn, and if he fails to do so, the whole of 
the sum so withdrawn or so much thereof as has not 
been applied for the purpose, for which it was with¬ 
drawn shall forthwith be repaid hi one lumpsum by the 
subscriber to the fund and in default of such payment, 
it shall be ordered by the sanctioning authority to be 
recovered fjrom his emoluments either in a lumpsum 
or in such number of monthly instalments, as may 
be determined by the sanctioning authority. 

Provided that, before repayment of a withdrawal is 
enforced under this sub-regulation, the subscriber 
shall be given an opportunity to explain in writing 
and within fifteen days of the receipt of the communi¬ 
cation why the repayment shall not be enforced; and 
if the sanctioning authority is not satisfied with the 
explanation or no explanation is submitted by the 
subscriber within the said period of fifteen days, the 
sanctioning authority shall enforce the repayment in 
the manner pteserbed in this sub-regulation. 

(3) (a) A subscriber who has been permitted under 
sub-clause (a), sub-clause (b) or sub-clause (cl of 
clause (B) of sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 17 to 
withdraw money from the amount standing to his 
credit in the fund, shall not part with the possession 
of the house built or acquired or house site purchased 
wi^h the money so withdrawn whether by way or 
sale, mortgage (other than mortgage to the sanction¬ 
ing authority), gift, exchange or otherwise, without 
the previous permission of the sanctioning authority. 
He shall also not part with the possession of such 
house or house site by wav of exchange or lease for 
a term exceeding three years, without the previous 
permission of the sanctioning authority. 

(b) The subscriber shall submit a declaration not 
later than the 31st day of December of every year 
as to whether the house or, the house site as the case 
may be continuous to be in his possession or has been 


moitgaged, otherwise transferred or let out as afore¬ 
said and shall, if so, required, produce before the 
sanctioning authority on or before the date specified 
by that authority in that behalf, the original sale 
mortgage or lease deed and also documents on which 
his title to the property is based. 

(c) If at any time before his retirement, the subs¬ 
criber parts with the possession of the house or house- 
site without obtaining the previous permission of the 
sanctioning authority he shall forthwith repay the 
sum so withdrawn by him in lumpsum to the fund, 
and in default of such repayment, the sanctioning 
authority shall, after giving the subscriber a reason¬ 
able opportunity of making a representation in the 
matter, cause the said sum to be recovered from 
the emoluments of the subscriber either in a lump 
sum or in such number of monthly instalments, as 
may be determined by it. 

NOTE: A subscriber who has taken loan from 
Board in lieu thereof mortgaged the house or house 
site to the Board shall be required to furnish the 
declaration to the following effect, viz. 

“1 do hereby certify that the house or house-site 
tor the construction of which or for the acquisition 
of which I have taken a final withdrawal from the 
Provident Fund continue to be in my possession but 
stands mortgaged to Board. 

19. Conversion of an advance into a withdrawal: 
A subscriber who has already drawn or may draw in 
future an advance under regulation 14, for any of 
the purposes specified in sub-regulation (1) of Regu¬ 
lation 17 may convert, at his discretion by a written 
request addressed to the Accounts Officer through the 
sanctioning Authority, the balance outstanding against 
it into a final withdrawal on his satisfying the condi¬ 
tions laid down in regulations 17 and 18. 

NOTE: 1. The Head of Department in the case of 
Class-Ill & IV employees and the Accounts Officer 
concerned in the case of Class-I and II subscribers 
may be asked by the administrative authority to stop 
recoveries from the pay bills when the application for 
such conversion is forwarded to the Accounts Officer 
by that authority. In the case of Class-I & II subs¬ 
cribers, the administrative authority shall endorse a 
copy of the letter forwarding the subscriber’s intima¬ 
tion to the Accounts Officer from where he draws 
his pay in order to permit stoppage of further re¬ 
coveries. 

NOTE. 2: For the purpose of sub-regulation (1) 
of Regulation 18, the amount of subscription with 
interest thereon standing to the credit of the srrbs- 
csiber in the account at the time of convers : on plus 
the outstanding amount of advance shall be taken as 
the balance. Each withdrawal shall be treated as a 
separate one and the same principle shall apply in 
the event of more than one conversion. 

20. Final withdrawal of accumulation in the fund. 
When a subscriber quits the service, the amount 
sanding to his credit in the fund shall become pay¬ 
able to him. 

Provided, that a subscriber, who has been dismissed 
from the service and is subsequently reinstated in the 
service, shall, if required to do so by the sanctioning 
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authority repay any amount paid to him from the 
fund in pursuance of this regulation, with intercut 
theieon at the rate provided in regulation 12 in the 
manner provided in the proviso to regulation 21. The 
amount so lepaid shall be credited to his aecuuni in 
the Fund. 

Explanation (1): A subscriber, other than one who 
is appointed on contract or one who has retired from 
service and is subsequently re-employed, with or 
without a break in service, shall not be deemed to 
quit the service, when he is transferred without any 
break in service to g few post under any other major 
port authority (in which he is governed by another 
set of Provident Fund rules) and without retaining any 
connection with his former post. In such a case, his 
subscriptions together with interest there-on shall be 
transferred to his account in other Fund in accor¬ 
dance with the rules of that fund. The same shall hold 
good in case of retrenchment by immediate employ¬ 
ment whether under the Board or under any other 
major Port authority. 

NOTE : Transfers shall include cases of resigna¬ 
tions from service in order to take up appointment 
in another Department of the Central Government or 
under the State Government without any break and 
with proper permission of the competent authority. 
In cases where there has been a break in service it 
shall be limited to the joining time allowed on trans¬ 
fer to a different station. 

The same shall hold good in cases of retrenchments 
followed by immediate employment whether under 
the Board or under any other Major Port Authority. 

EXPLANATION (2) ■ When a subscriber other 
than one who is appointed on contract or one who 
has retired from service and is subsequently recmploy- 
cd, is transferred, without any break, to the service 
under a body corporate, owned or controlled bv Govt, 
the amount of subscriptions, together with interest 
thereon, shall not be paid to him it shall be transferred 
with the consent of that body, to his new Provident 
Fund Account under that body. 

Transfers shall include cases of resignation from 
service in. order to lake up appointment under a body 
corporate owned or controlled by Government with¬ 
out any break and with proper permission of the 
competent authority. The time taken to ioin the new 
post shall not be treated as break in service if it does 
not exceed the joining time admissible to a employee 
on transfer from one post to another. 

Provided that the amount of subscription to¬ 
gether with interest thereon, of a subscriber opting 
for service under a Public Enterprise may, if he so 
desires, be transferred to his new Provident Fund 
Account under the. Enterprises if the concerned Enter¬ 
prise also agrees to such a transfer If, however, the 
subscriber does not desire the transfer of the concern¬ 
ed Enterprise does not operate a Provident Fund, the 
amount aforesaid shall be refunded to the subscriber. 

"D. Retirement of subscriber.—When a subscriber 
while on leave, has been permitted to tel Ire or hern 
declared by a competent medical authority to be unfit 


for further service, the amount standing to his credit 
in the Fund shall, upon an application made by him 
in that behalf to the Accounts Officer, become payable 
to him. 

Provided that the subscriber, if he returns to duty, 
shall, except where the Board decides otherwise, repay 
to the Fund, for credit to his account, the amount 
paid to him from the fund in pursuance of this regu¬ 
lation with interest thereon at the rate provided in 
Regulation 12 in cash or securities or partly in cash 
and partly in securities, by instalments or otherwise, ny 
recovery from his emoluments or otherwise, as may 
be directed by the authority competent to sanction an 
advance for the grant of which special reasons are 
required under sub regulation (3) or Regulation 14. 

22. Procedure on death of a subscriber.- -On the 
death of a subscriber before the amount standing to 
his credit has become payable, nr where the amount 
has become payable, before payment has been made : 

(i) When the subscriber leaves a family— 

(a) If a nomination made by the subscriber in 
accordance with the provisions of regulation 6 in 
favour of a member or member.; of his family subsists, 
the amount standing to his credit in the Fund or the 
part thereof to which the nomination relates shall 
become payable to bis nominee or nominees in the 
proportion specified in the nomination. 

(b) If no such nomination in favour of a member 
or members of ’he family, of the subscriber/subsists, 
or if such nomination relates only to a part of the 
amount standing to bis credit ir the Fund, the whole 
amount or the part thereof to which the nomination 
does not relate, as the case mav be, shall, not with¬ 
standing any nomination purposing to be in favour 
of any person or persons other than a member or 
members of his family become payable to the mem¬ 
bers of his family in equal shares. 

Provided that no share shall be payable to— 

(1) Sons who have attained majority; 

\(2) Sons of a deceased son who have attained 
majority; 

(3) Marr ed daughters whose husbands are alive; 

(4) Married daughters of a deceased son whose 
husband are alive. 

If there is any member of the family other than 
whose specified in clauses (1), (2), (3) and (4). 

Provided further that the widow or widows and the 
child or children of a deceased son shall receive bet¬ 
ween them In equal parts only the share which that 
son would have received if he had survived the sub¬ 
scriber and had been exempted from the provisions 
of clause (1) of the first proviso. 

(ii) When the subscriber leaves no family, if a 
nomination made by him in accordanc e with 
the provisions of regulation 6 in favour of 
any person or persons subsist' the amount 
standing to his credit in the fund or the 
part thereof to which the nomination relates, 
shall become payable tc bis nominee or 
nominees in the proportion specified in the 
nomination. 
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23. Manner of payment of amount in the fund.— 
(1) when the amount standing to the credit of a sub¬ 
scriber tin the fund becomes payable, it shall be the 
duty of the accounts officer to make payment on le- 
ceipt of written application in this behalf as provided 
in snb-regulation (3). 

12) If a person to whom, under these regulations, 
any amount or policy, is to be paid, assigned or re¬ 
assigned or delivered, is a lunatic for whose estate a 
manager has been appointed in this behalf under the 
Indian Lunacy Act, 1912, the paymont or re-assign- 
mertt or delivery shall be made to such manager and 
not to the lunatic : 

[Provided that where no manager has been appointed 
and the person to whom the sum of payable is certi¬ 
fied by a Magistrate to be a lunatic, the payment shall 
under the orders of the Collector be made in terms 
of Sub-section (1) of Section 95 of the Indian Lunacy 
Act, 1912 to the person having charge of such lunatic 
and the Accounts Officer shall pay only the amount 
which he thinks fit to the person having charge of the 
lunatic and the surplus, if any, or such part thereof, 
as he thinks fit, shall be paid for the maintenance of 
such members of the lunatic’s family as arc depen¬ 
dents on him for maintenance. 

(3) Payments of ihe amount withdrawn shall be 
made in Tndia only. The persons to whom the amounts 
are payable shall make 'their own arrangements to 
receive payment in India. The following procedure 
shall be adopted for claim ng payment by a subscriber, 
namely :— 

(i) To enable a subscriber to submit an applica¬ 
tion for withdrawal! of the amount in the 
Fund, the Head of Department shall send 
to every subscriber necessary forms cither 
one year in advance of the date on which 
the subscriber attains the age of superannua¬ 
tion, or hefore the date of. his anticipated 
retirement, if earlier, with instructions that 
they should be returned to him duly com¬ 
pleted within a period of one month from 
the date of receipt of the forms by tlic sub¬ 
scriber. The subscriber shall submit the 
applicafion to the Accounts Officer through 
the Head of Department for pavment of the 
amount in the Fund.

(h) for the .amount indicated in bis ledger 
account in case the accounts statement has 
not been received by -the subscriber. 

fii) The Head ; of Department shall forward the 
application to Ihe Accounts Officer indica¬ 
ting the recoveries effected against the ad¬ 
vances which are still current and the num¬ 
ber of instalments yet to be recovered and 


also indicate the withdrawals, if any. taken 
by the subscriber after the period covered 
by the last statement of the subscriber’s 
account sent by the Accounts Officer. 

(iii) The Accounts Officer shall, after verification 
with the ledger account, issue an authority 
for the amount indicated in the application 
at least a month befoie the date of superan¬ 
nuation but payable on the date of super¬ 
annuation. 

(iv) The authority mentioned in Clause (iii) will 
constitute the first instalment of payment, 
A second authority for payment will be 
issued as soon as possible after superannua¬ 
tion. This will relate to the contribution 
made by the subscriber subsequent to the 
amount mentioned in the application sub¬ 
mitted under clause (i) plus the refund of 
instalments against advances which were 
current at the time of the first application. 

(v) After forwarding the application for final 
payment to the Accounts Officer, advance/ 
withdrawal may be sanctioned but the amount 
of advanee/withdrawal shall be drawn on 
an authorisation from the Accounts Officer 
concerned who shall arrange this as soon as 
the formal sanction of sanctioning authority 
is received by him.

unless such a subscriber elects to continue to be 
uovemed bv the rules of such Fund, when such an 
option .is given :— 

(i) the amount of subscriptions with interest 
thereon, standing to his credit in such Con¬ 
tributory Provident Fund on the date of 
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transfer shall with the consent of the con¬ 
cerned authority, if any, be transferred to 
his credit in the Fund; 

(ii) The amount of contributions, with interest 
thereon, standing to his credit in such Con¬ 
tributory Provident Fund shall, with the con 
sent of the concerned authority, if any, be 
credited to the credit of that fund. 

(iii) he shall thereupon be entitled to count towards 
pension, service rendered prior to the date 
of permanent transfer to the extent permis¬ 
sible under the relevant Pension Regulations. 

NOTE : 1. The provisions of this regulation do not 
apply to a subscriber who has retired from service 
and is subsequently re-employed with or without a 
break in service, or to a subscriber who was holding 
the foimcr appointment on contract. 

NOTE : 2. The provisions of this regulation shall, 
howcveT, apply to persons who are appointed without 
break, whether temporarily or permanenty to a post 
carrying the benefits of these regulations after resigna¬ 
tion or retrenchment from service under another Major 
Port. 

25. Procedure on Transfer to Board Service of a 
Person from the Service under a Body Coroorate 
Owned or Controlled by Government.—If an em¬ 
ployee admitted to the benefit of the Fund wqs pre¬ 
viously a subscriber to any Provident Fund of a bodv 
corporate owned o ■ controlled by Government, the 
amount of his subscriptions and the employer's con¬ 
tributions. if .any, together with the interest thereon 
shall be transferred to the credit, in the Fund .with the 
consent of that bodv. 

26. Transfer of Amount to Contributory Provident 
Fund (India).—If a subscriber to the fund is subse¬ 
quently admitted to the benefits of a contributor’ pro¬ 
vident fund under the Board, the amount of his sub¬ 
scriptions in the tfiind, together with interest thereon, 
shall he transferred to the credit of his account in the 
contributory provident fund (India). 

NOTE : The provisions of this regulation shall not 
apply to a subscriber who is appointed on conti act or 
who 1 has retired from service and is subserucntl” re¬ 
employed with or without a break in service in another 
pest carrying contributory provident fund benefits. 

27. Relaxation of the Provisions and Regulations 
in Individual Cases.—When the Board is satisfied that 
the operation of any of these regulations causes or is 
likely to cause undue hardship to a subsciiber, the 
Board may. notwithstanding anything contained in 
these regulaions. deal with the case of such subscriber 
in such manner ns any appear to it to be just and 
euuitable. 

28. Number of Account to be Ouoted at the Time 
of Pavmcnt of Subscriptions.—When paying a sub¬ 
scription in India, either by deduction from emolu¬ 


ments or in cash, a subscriber should quote the num¬ 
ber of his account in the fund which shall be com¬ 
municated to him by the Accounts Officer. Any

29. Annual Statement of Accounts to be Supplied 
to Subscriber.—(1) As soon as possible after the close 
cf each year, the Accounts Officer shall send to each 
subscriber a statement of his account in the Fund 
showing the opening balance as on the 1st April of 
the year, the total amount credited or debited during 
the year, the total amount of interest credited as on 
the 31st March of the year and the closing balance 
n n that date. The Accounts Officer shall attach to 
*hc statement of account an enquiry whether the sub¬ 
scriber— 

(a) desires to make any alteration in any nomi¬ 

nation made under regulation 6, 

(b) has acquired a family in cases where the sub¬ 

scriber has made no nomination in favour 
of a member of his family under regulation 
6 . 

(2) Subscribers shall satisfy themselves s, to the 
correctness of the.annual.statement and errors should 
be brought to the notice of the Accounts Officer with¬ 
in three months from the date of receipt of.the state¬ 
ment. 

(3) The Accounts Officer shall, if required by a 
subscriber, once but not moire than" once, in o year 
inform the subscriber of the total amount standing 
in his credit in the Fund at the end of the lasf month 
for which his account has been written up. 

30. Central Govt. Rules to be Followed in the 
Application of these Regulations.—Tn applying these 
regulations and in respect of matters not dealt with 
there regulations, the provision contained in G.P.F. 
(Cential services) Rules 960 and the orders/instruc¬ 
tions etc., of the Central Government issued there¬ 
under from time to time, shall be followed in so far as 
they are not inconsistent with the provision of these 
regulations, subject to such exceptions and modifica¬ 
tions as the Board may from time to time determine. 

31. Repeal.—The Visakbapatnam Port Employees’ 
fGPF) Regulations 1964 are hereby repealed. 

32. Interpretation.—If any question arises relating 
to the interpretation of these regulations, it shall be 
referred to the Board whose decision thereon shall be 
final.
